All children love stories, and are 
t ager to listen to any Interesting one, 
but by giving careful selection to the 
e'< ction of her stories a mother may 
make them contribute directly to the 
mental and spiritual developmeut of 
her children. The real purpose of 
telling stories is to give ]oy. and of 
course this primary aim should al- 
ways be uppermost In the mind of 
the narrator. 

The simplest way to classify 
I • according to the age of the 
era.

The bu- 
reau has aided a number of western 
states in perfecting laws relating to 
districts, and last year a careful 
study was made of the operation of 
the Irrigation district law In each of 
the stat.-s.

BAT ROOSTS

HOME MANAGEMENT PROBLEMS 
INTEREST EXTEN8ION WORKERS 

Greater emphasis on household 
management as a phase of home eco- 
nomics teaching was urged during 
the course of the conference of the 
home economics sections of the Asso- 
ciation of Land-Grant Colleges held 
in Washington. In several states the 
work has begun with kitchen Im- 
provement, the underlying idea being 
to embrace gradually all the many 
sides of the subject 

Miss Martha Van Renasalaer, New 
Yelk, said that home economics 
taacban would be neglecting an Im- 
portant part of their subject If they 
did not develop household manage- 
ment to the fullest extent. The term 
household management applies to the 
management of everything that per- 
tains to the household and the cam 
of it. including its expenditures and 
the standardization of its equipmeut, 
acconiiag to the speaker. 

The organization of the household 
was considered a proper field for 
research in home economics depart- 
ments of colleges and other Institu- 
tions, by Ruth Wardall, of Ulinoli. 
Heretofore. Miss Wardall pointed out, 
home economics sr< rkers have con- 
cerned themselves largely with food 
In its many aspects, t'lotliii sh-l- 
tcr and household organisation 
should receive attention next, as Well 
as research In co-operation with such 
departments of a university as chem- 
istry, medicine, liberal arts, sociology 
and engineering. 

Representatives of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
home economics and extension work 
invited those present from the state 
colleges to make suggestions at any 
time as to what problems the depart- 
ment might assist with. The greater 
part of the conference was concerned 
with home economics problems of a 
general administrative nature, the 
improvement of college teaching, and 
.pecial problems of extension and re- 
search.

NEW QUESTION FOR AUTOISTS 
"What la your reaction time or do 
jou know the value of your personal 
equation ?" 

This haii been suggested as a possi- 
ble question to be put to applicants 
tor motor vehicle driver's license, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Public Roads 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Reaction time is the in- 
terval of time that elapses between 
•>■• instant of a sign or signal is seen 
and the necessary action started. A 
driver starts to pass another vehicle 
when suddenly a third vehicle ap- 
pears which may block his path. The 
driver must decide whether to pass 
vehicle or drop back. If his re-

Today and Tuesday the annual con- 
vention of the Kentucky Association 
of Public Utilities will be hel din Isl- 
ington. 

This will be an Important confer- 
ence and it CBCgl be well If tnanv 
citizen* could attend all sessions 

which are open to the public. 

The public service corporations. In 
common with all forms of partnership 
and business associations and organi- 
zations, has during recent years pass- 
ed through some trying times. 

Many of these corporations, with 
revenue limited either by law. or stub- 
born public resistence, have been 
compelled to bear Increased burdens 
In the form of labor and overhead 
charges with no adequate means of 
reimbursing themselves. Some oth- 
ers, of course, fortunately situated, 
have been more prosperous. 

Good business sense, ideal com- 
munity Interests, prompt a better un- 
derstanding between the public utility 
corporations and the public. No pro- 
gressive city can enjoy the prosperity 
to which It is entitled unless it Is 
equipped with public service agencies 
which perform the important and 
often stupendous duties which fall 
upon them. 

Local and interurban transporta- 
tion, the distribution of water, Ice, 
light and power, telephone and tele- 
graph service, and so on, must for 
a long time yet be dependent upon 
public service corporations. Hence, 
the relations between the people and 
thes corporations must be mutually 
pleasant and profitable, else the one 
will be Inadequately served, the oth- 
er will be crippled an inefficient, and 
will be unhappy. 

A great deal' of the friction which 
has existed between the public and 
the service corporation has been due 
in part to lack of information by the 
people of their true attitude toward 
the corporation and in large part to 
failure by the corporation to take the 
people into their confidence and make 
it possible for them to understand 
more Intimately the problems with 
which the corporations contend. 

In the minds of many thousands of 
persons the word "corporation" Is 
synonymous with large profits, taken 
violently or fraudulently from the 
public, and it must be admitted Uiat 
more than one public servfce corpo- 
ration In the United States has been 
made a vehicle for stock-jobbers to J 
ride on comfortably. 

Another factor which has caused 
friction between the public and the 
service corporation has ben failure to 
demand from subordinate employes 
courteous treatment of the individual 
patron. The officials of the public 
service corporation, from president to 
petty accountants, may In point of 
efficiency be all that brains and mo- 
ney can supply, but If at the point of 
contact between the patron and the 
corporation's ultimate representatives 
there is vulgarity, discourtesy, ineffi- 
ciency, or a public-be-damned de- 
meanor, all else counts for nothing 
One of our great telegraph compa- 
nies has learned this lesson well and 
is dally profiting by it. 

The people in the mass are some- 
times unreasonable, but the average 
man in his calm moments is disposed 
to be fair. With a better understand-

UNIFORM GRADE OF SYRUP 

NEEDED IN SUGAR STATES 

Attention is now being given to 
the protuction of a cane syrup of uni- 
form standard quality by the bureau 
of chemistry, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which bids fair 
to be of great economic Importance 
to the aane produiing states 

A more extensive market for cane 
syrup is of great importance in the 
agricultural scheme of a large aroa 
of the south. In many sections cot- 
ton can no longer be profitably pro- 
duced on account of ruvages of the 
boll weevil. It Is necessary to adopt 
a more diversified scheme of agricul- 
ture, and sugar cane is one of the 
crops on which greater reliance 
should be placed. It Is one of the sur- 
est crops which can be grown in the 
region. The harvesting and produc- 
tion of cane syrup come at a time of 
the year when farm labor can be used 
vary advantageously for that purpose. | 
Farmers of the south are eager to In- ! 
crease thel racreage of sugar cane, j 
This is not possible, however, unless j 
a more adequate market Is developed | 
for cane syrup through uniform grad- 
ing. 

Last year the bureau received a 
number of requests for assistance 
along this line and will undertako 
the solution of chemical problems In- 
volved in the plan of a number of co 
operative cane syrup associations 
which have organUed for the purpose 
of blending cane syrup on a large 
scale In central rehanding and can- 
ning plants. These associations are 
planning to use the Intervase method 
developed by the bureau for the pur- 
pose of producing a syrup that will 
not crystallite. 

While a great deal of progress has 
been made In solving the difficulties 
which stand In the way of producing 
a uniform can syrup of the highest 
grade, a number of points still re- 
main to be worked out. However, im- 
iroved larger scale methods for ban- 
ning cane syrup have now become 
itoHslblu through the organisation of 
'he co-operative cane syrup asiocla
